THIS, CANADIAN BOY 


Ovide Colombe Was Known 


PILED UP A FORTUNE 


In the 
Klondike as “Blowback”— 
Has a History 


A young French-Canadian, 


Ovide 


Colombe cf Spokane, Wash., and Cal- 
gary, Alberta, who is familiarly known 
in the West as “Blowback,” has an 
interesting history. 


In 1896 when he 
was but 14 years old, he ran away 


from his home in Quebec City and 
land 
joine 


at Vancouver, B.C., where he 
& party that went up Intg the 
Klondike. He remained in Dawson 
City about two years and came out 
with a small-sized fortune, which he 
lost {n a very short time in Seattle. 
Blowback was game, however, as he 
went back into the cold country again, 
traveling over three thousand miles 
by dog train, and young as he was 
he established a freighting business, 
having generally about thirty dogs, 
which were worth anywhere from $150 
to $300 each. He made money rapidly, 
and at the explration.of four years’ 
time hauling freight with his dog 
teams, he came out with : hundred 
thousand dollars. This he retained, 
investing nearly all of it in Spokane, 
and Calgary. 


ONTARIO FOX FARMER { 


Twenty years ago, Mr. ‘'. L. Bor- 
rowman of Wyoming first conceived 
the idea of raising silver grey foxes. 
In his business as a fur dealer he 
saw the possibilities in breeding fur 
bearing animals and after long thought 
he finally secured, at great expense, 
two pairs of ‘‘silver-greys,” which had 
been dug out of thelr den when they 
were puppies. The history of Mr. 
Borrowman's success is a story of 
pluck and perseverance. “I spent 
chousands of dollars,” said Mr. Bor- 
rowman, “before 1 achieved results. 
Twelve years passed before I came 
upon the secret of successful fox rals- 
ing and during all that time my nelgh- 
bors laughed at me, said I was ‘a fool 
with more money than brains,’ and 
other things, not of a complimentary 


nature. Now they no longer make 
remarks of this kind. 
“My trouble was in placing too 


many foxes together. I used to have 
two pairs in the same pen. The 
females are very jealous of each other 
and if given a chance will destroy 
their young. In order to conceal the 
ttle ones, the mother foxes bury them 
In the ground. They do this with the 
best of intentions but of course the 
puppies smother. The tirst year I 
tried putting each pair by themselves, 
I got nine puppies and I have been 
raising them ever since.” At the time 
when Mr. Borrowman’s stock con- 
sisted of three pairs of foxes a Wyom- 
Ing paper stated that his farm had 
netted him at the close of the season, 
ten thousand dollars in cash. Mr, 
Borrowman’s stock now consists of 
ten pairs of foxes and at the prayent 
times foxes which formerly sold for 
$1,000 now bring from seven to ten 
thousand dollars.

OLD MARRIAGE RECORDS 


Conducted In Prince Edward County 
From 1802 to 1823 


Some seventy-six manuscript records 
of marriages conducted in the county 
of Prince kdward from 1803 to 1823 
were received by Deputy Registrar- 
General of Ontario. The marriages 
were conducted by Stephen Conger, 
who was sworn into the Office of 
Magistrate at Kingston on July 12, 
1803, and in his own handwriting the 
records are engrossed. Among the 
number many well known names In 
the country are found, one of which 
is the record of the marriage of Rich- 
ard G. Clute and Sarah Ann Goldsmith, 
under license from his Excellency 
Francis Gore, Lieutenant-Governor of 
Upper Canada, dated March 8, 1810. 
The marriage was solemnized on the 
12th of the same month. Compulsory 
registration of marriages with the 
Registrar-General was not known then 
and was not introduced until 1869. 
These records were in the possession 
of the widow of the late Nelson Con- 
ger, 221 Major street, Toronto, and 
were secured for the department 
through the instrumentality of Mr. 
Geo. A. Kingston, K.C., whose wite is 
a great-granddaughter of Stephen Con- 
ger.

Winnipeg’s Food Supplies Now Chiefly 
Imported, Could All Be Produced 
In Manitoba Province 


Winnipeg's rapidly increasing popu- 
lation yearly demands more fresh 
vegetables, more milk, butter, cream, 
more poultry and eggs; moro beef, 
mutton and pork and other animal 


and agricultural products. Indeed, 50 
great has the demand become that a 
|Yemarkable state of afiairs exists at 


the capital of Manitoba, at the present 
time. Situated in a district—the Red 
River Valley—which has probably the 
most fertile soil outdoors, Winnipeg 
annually imports from the United 
States and ships from Eastern points, 
thousands of dollars’ worth of these 
comestibles. ‘he butter receipts at 
Winnipeg from astern Canada and 
the United States, for 1912 were 68 
curs, or approximately — 2,000,000 
pounds, valued at $560,000. Dressed 
poultry received in) Winnipeg during 
the same year required for shipment 
54 cars, and weighed 1,620,000 pounds, 
valued wut about $243,000. Local 
creamery companies in 1912 paid 
$120,000 for milk and cream from St. 
Paul and Mineapolis alone. 
returns show that during the {fiscal 
year ending March, 1912, Manitoba 
imported 1,594,480 dozen eggs valued 
at $314,121; bacon and hams, 4,988,859 
pounds, worth $678,609; 646,788 pounds 
of fresh meat, not including anothor 
192,939 pounds of mutton and lamb; 
and 92,709 pounds of salted meats. 
Tho figures for live stock show 16,666 
sheep and 289 head of cate imported 
during the same period. Over 38,500 
horses were imported by the province 
in the sume fiscal year. The figures 
for vegetables imported during the 
sumo period are equally remarkable,

The possibilities in mixed 
farming and market gardcning in the 
Winnipeg district are almest unlimit- 
ed, representing an extremely proit- 
able industry in which comparatively 
few are engaged. Winnipeg for many 
years Will continue to grow faster than 
the supply of these products, and 
forms an ideal and casily accessible 
market, situated ia a district of sur- 
passing richness. 

The same is true in lesser degree 
of scores of cities and towns scattered 
over the prairie. The western Cana- 
dian farmor has at his door an un- 
developed gold mine, to the appro- 
priation of which the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments can assist 
him. The needs of the situation are 
cheaper money for agricultural pur- 
poses, and an increased supply of 
farm labor. 


Calgary's Story 


of Great Progress 


According to the Calgary Standard 
over 4,000 new consumers Were taken 
on by the Calgary electric light plant 
during 1912. In the twelve months 
the consumption of current increased 
from $264,731.91 to $470,667.28, not- 
withstanding reductions in price. 
Bank clearings increased from $218,- 
681,921-to $275,492,308; inland revenue 
froin $479,697 to $662,635, and city 
assessment from $111,000,000 to some- 
‘ging over $130,000,000. During the 
year the city laid 53 miles of streets 
as against 33 miles in 1911; 48 miles 
of water mains os against 40 miles 
in 1911; and 20 miles of pavement as 
against 12 miles fn 1911. Twenty- 
eight miles of curb and gutter and 40 
miles of cement sidewalk were laid 
fn 1912, and 2,877 houses were con- 
nected with the city wateryorks sys- 
tem, The outlook for 1913 is even 
more encouraging. A number of in- 
dustries which have boen included in 
the building figures are not yet em- 
ployers of labor to any great extent, 
but will be before tho year Is over.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section. of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, -broth- 
er or sister of intending homestcader. 

Dutics.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of threes years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead om a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 


quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
’ Duties.—Must reside upon the 


homestead or pre-emption six months 
in cach of six years from date of 


-|homestead entry (including the time 


required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted” 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trists. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three yeurs, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Changes in Mines Act on 
Aug. 1st 


Edmonton, Alta, Aug. 1—Employ- 
ment of women and girls in or about 
coal mines is prohibited under the 
terms of the Mines Act, which 
cane into force in the province of Al- 
berta on August 1. The age limit for 
boys working under ground is raised 
to 16 years, though boys over MH 
years of age may be employed on the 
surface, providing they have reached 
a certain educational standing. 

With a view to greater safety in the 
mines throughout Alberta, which 
shipped 3,500,000 tons of coal last year 
the age of managers and pit bosses 
is raised to 25 years, while firemen 
must be at least 23 years of age. 

Provision is made for the appoint- 
ment of a provincial board of examin- 
ers, Which may replace the district 
boards at present in force, 

An important change regarding the 
inspection of mines is that workmen 
Inay now appoint an outside represen- 
tative for this purpose, so that they 
will be in a position to subinit a report 
without fear of dismissal. Numerous 
ininor changes, providing for greater 
safety by regulating the use of explo- 
sives and general working conditions 
also are made in the new act. 

Under the new order of things the 
men will be paid twice a month, in- 
stead of every 30 days as formerly. 
This change was demanded by repre- 
sentatives of the miners on the ground 
that hardship has been caused to 
miners with families who were often 
forced to svek credit and pay a higher 
price for their necessities in consequen- 
ce. 

The act embodies in the main the 
findings of a joint commission repre- 
senting employers, working miners 
and the provincial department of 
mines, Which met in the various min- 
ing districts last year.

PLAYS FORTHE BLIND 


Complete Edition of Shakespeare For 
Unfortunates In Darkness 

Before very long those who are 
afflicted with blindness will be able to 
read the whole of Shakespeare's works 
in Braille. 

“The blind,” says Mr. Henry C. 
Preece, the travelling secretary of the 
British and s‘oreign Bind Association, 
“find a great solace in reading, and are 
especially fond of plays. Hitherto 
they have had about half a dozen of 
Shakespeare's plays at their disposal,” 

Blind people are poor, as a rule, and 
cannot afford to spond much on their 
literature. Each of these plays will be 
sold at about 15 cents, which will 
cover the cost of paper, embossing and 
publishing. 

The cost of preparing the zinc plates, 
from which the pages of ‘ pits” and 
“dots” are embossed, will be about 
$1,750 to be met by public subscrip- 
tions. 

“People do not realize,” T:r. Preece 
continued, “that there are over a mil- 
lion blind in the British Empire. There 
are 33,000 {In the United Kingdom, 
160,000 in Egypt, and 650,000 in India. 

Nine plays have been finished, the 
last to be Anished belng “Midsummer 
Night’s Dream.” All the work is done 
by the blind at the association's head- 
quarters in London. 

Mr. Preece, though totally blind him- 
self, 18 a man of remarkable versatility 
and optimism. Formerly a lecturer at 
King’s College, London, he had to leave 
a good position at the India Office in 
1907, owing to failing sight. He played 
cricket at one time for Cheshire and 
Essex. He is a lay reader in the 
diocese of London. 


Moonllght Makes Fish Bad

surprising to find this belief brought 
forward as more than a superstition.

WORKERS SUPPORT 
—GUSTOMS TARIFF 


In Australla and Elsewhere—It Pro- 
duces Revenue and Pro- 
tects Industry 


Wherever the wage-earners controi, 
free trade is dead. Australia is hav- 
ing a general election and both par- 
tles engaged in the fight are commit- 
ted to mecderate protection. For 
years the Federal Administration has 
been in the hunds of the Libor party, 
which has maintained Customs dutics 
against foreign imports as a means 
not only of raising a revenue, but also 
of assuring steady employment and 
living wages to Australian working- 
men. The Labor Premier and his 
colleagues have been active in shut- 
ting out American trusts and in ad- 
vancing the iaterests of the workers. 

The Liberal party, as the Australian 
Opposition is called, {s composed part- 
ly of people who would be known as 
Liberals and partly of men who would 
be known as Conservatives in Canadu. 
Sir Joseph Cook, who would become 
Prime Minister if the Opposition 
should carry the country, was once 
the leader of the old free trade ele- 
ment in the country. He now stands 
for the muintenance of the tariff 
erected by the Labor Government re- 
presenting the great body of wage- 
earners throughout the country. What 
{s of special interest to Canada is 
that both parties favor prefer- 
ential trade relations with other 
parts of the Empire, and it is reported 
that Hon. Geo. E. Foster will bring 
back a satisfactory trade agreement 
from Australia. 

All parts of the &mplre except 
Great Britain are strongly committed 
to moderate protection for domestic 
industries with special Customs favors 
for other parts of the Empire. 


TARIFF STILL HIGH 


Underwood Bill Leaves American Cus 
toms Nearly Twice as Heavy 
as Canada’s 


When the United States was a weak 
country industrially, {it meeded a 
tariff to protect its manufacturers. 
By adhering to the policy of Alexander 
Hamilton, United States manufactur- 
ers not only secured precedence in 
thelr home market, but also acquired 
sufficient strength to invade foreign 
markets. Now that the United 
States has become one of the 
greatest industrial countries in the 
world its manufactures need less 
protection than when its indus- 
tries were struggling for existence. 
Why should United States manufac- 
turers now have high protection 
against Canadian manufacturers? The 
strong should not be protected from 
the competition of the weak, but the 
-weak sould 0 protected from the com- 
petition of the strong. Strange to 
gay, the reverse has been the case in 
the tariff rc!ations cf Canada and the 
United States. The weaker nation, 
industrially, has the lower tariff; even 
with the present revision, this will 
still be the case. The average ad 
valorem rate of the Underwood Bill 
is considerably higher than the aver- 
age ad valorem rate imposed by the 
Canadian tariff. The experts who 
framed the Underwocd Bill state that 
the average ad valorem rate will be 
29.73 per cent. on all imports. The 
average ad valorem rate imposed in 
1912 by the Canadian Customs tariff 
was only 16 per cent. on all imports. 
More “slashing” will be required to 
bring the United States tariff to the 
level of the Canadian tariff. 


FREE TRADE 


And the Wages Which are Pald Undor 
It In England 

A Liberal fiewspaper quotes a Lon- 
fon police court missionary as saying 
that the British metropolis contains 
fifty thousand women workers whose 
wages do not exceed three cents an 
hour. Two hundred thougand adult 
male workers try to support families 
on from less than $5 to $6 a week. 
Even in so-called prosperous times 
there are always almost countless un- 
employed on the verge of starvation. 
That is under free trade which some 
would {mpose upon Canada, but Can- 
adian women workers do not believe 
that three cents an hour is good pay. 
Nor do Canadian male workers want 
to compete with Chinese labor which 
receives only seven cents a day. That 
Is why they almost universally believe 
in a, moderate protective tariff as a 
sound national policy conservative of 
their interests.

Outlet For Young People 

Just here the law of compensation 
appears. If the farm produces red 
{blood for the town or city, the town 
yor city affords a convenient outlet for 
this red blood. Young men and wo- 

en, whose inclination or ambition 


\find their natural fleld of effort in the 
meighboring urban centre. If such 
centre is not near at hand family ties 
suffer and ever-increasing nvmbers of 
fraluable citizens and their productive 
lcapacities are lost to the country, the 
iProvince or even to the n-tion. It 
fthese young people can find congenial 
icity occupatious or vocaticns in some 
jtown or city near home they remain 
4n touch with their own people and 
‘enlarge the purchasing cayacity of 
isuch centre so far as the foodstuffs 


are concerned. This phase of the pre- 
sent argument will become growingly 
convincing az the agricultural com- 
‘munities of the West take to mixed 
farming and the cultivatior of other 
foodstuffs then the primary grains. 

| Social Interdependence 

There are far wider senses in which 

the urban centre confers vital and 
witalizing benefits upon the territory 
.contiguous to it for miles around. 
The town or city develops the soctal 
side of the race and afforés oppor- 
tunity for those activities {n which 
human beings secure better results 
collectively than individually or In 
comparative isolation. It is only in 
populous places that colleges, univer- 
sities and other institutions of learn- 
in and culture spring up, and but 
for these the farmer's boys and girls 
could have no education beyond that 
provided by the local public schools. 
But for the ccngregation o: humanity 
in hundreds and thousands the nation 
would enjoy no development in music, 
painting, sculpture, architecture, in 
the higher civilization ond finer 
graces of life. But for towns and 
citles there would have been little 
advancement in medical science’ and 
there would be none of those modern- 
ly equipped hospitals to which the 
farmer and his wife and chidren are 
glad to go for relief when stricken 
by disease or accident. Bven religion 
itself would suffer for want of the 
driving force which it acquires in the 
theological colleges and philanthropic 
associations which ar3 to be found 
only in our citlés. If some of our 
manufacturers and business men ac- 
quire large fortunes, many of them 
give freely of thelr substance that 
colleges, universities, and hospitals 
may minister to the farming as well 
as the urben population. 

It stands to reason, therefore, that 
the greater the number of towns and 
cities scattered about the prairies the 
better for those who till the soll. Vil- 
lages do not grow Into towns and cities 
without manufacturing industries, and 
manufacturing {industries cannot Hve 
{n Canada e ept under the egls 
of a fiscal policy which encourages 
their establishment and growth In this 
country. This is true for the Eastern 
as well as for the Western Provinces.

Edmonton, Alta., July  31— 
Seventy-five members of the Alpine 
Club of Canada have struck camp in 


the Yellowhead Pass country, west 
of Edmonton, where they will — re- 


main until August 9, to locate the 
most feasible routes to the highest 
peaks in the Canadian Rockies. The 
premier is Mount Robson, which ris- 
es 13,700 feet above sea level, with 
a three-faced pyramid at the crest. 
The base, 16 miles from a railway, 
is the site of this year’s camp. 


Seasoned clinmyoers declare that 
Yellowhead Pass is the most spec- 
tacular on this and the European 


continents and that Mount Robson 
is a test for the most experienced. 
Robson's mount is bold and rugged, 
the base being dotted with evergreen 
trees. Above the timber line, which 
is distinctly marked in all directions, 
clouds shield the sentinel of — the 
ranre in its stark nakedness. The 
top is shrouded in eternal ice and 
snow. Few have reached the apex. 

The climbers are accompanied by 
experienced guides, among = them 
being Conrad WKairns of Austria, and 
W. Schauffellnerger of Switzerland. 
The party includes Rev. G. B. WKin- 
ney and Donald Phillips, who were 
the first to scale Mount Robson ; | 
also.

Don't Be Satisfied 
With Average Yield 


A common question round the fac- 
tory receiving platform: is. ‘‘How are 
the cows doing?’’ What a volume of 
thougnt that suggests. If they are 
doing well, it is because of good feed 
and careful attention; or may it be 
despite the feed and care they de: 
serve, but do not get? Leaving aside 
the questions of weather, — breed, 
heredity and persistency of flow of 
milk, is it possible to account for 
the remarkable differences in yield 
that are to be found? For instance, 
the dairy division at Ottawa found in 
one lovality 100 cows that gave 
3,000 ths. of fat last month, but 
100 cows close by. in the same coun- 
ty, gave only 2,500 ths. of fat. <An- 
other lot of 100 cows in a nearby 
county gave only 2,200 tbs. 

Ix the ordinary factory patron's 
herd keyed up to the patch of credit- 
able performance, or is it just jog- 
ging alonz in the old rut of ‘‘aver- 
age’’ vields? Suppose the patron as- 
certains his herd is doing ‘tabout jas 
well’ as his neighbor's, does it not 
seem a great pity that his ambition 
should end there? 

Average cows ean do vastly better 
if their owners train them and train 
themselves for better results. If 
cach lot of 100 cows in the Dominion 
gave an additional 500 pounds of fat 
per month, would that not make a 
startling difference in the amount of: 
the patron's cheques? Cow testing 
has helped many communities to far 
larger banking business, because — it 
shows that. score§ of cows and aver- 
age herds, can be made to produce 
far more than they do‘ at present. 
Make each cow pay a good profit.
